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ART IN AMERICA 


People have sometimes said that art could 


not exist in the materialistic American cli- 
mate. But American artists go right on re- 
futing the statement. 


In the current 27th semi-annual outdoor 


art exhibition in New York's Washington 
Square, 140 men and women have been 
showing their oils, water colors, drawings 
and wood sculpture. Many of these artists 
were present only over the week-end because 
war plants or other jobs kept them busy dur- 
ing the week. 


Apparently the person really bitten by the 


creative bug will go ahead and create, no 
matter where he Is or under what conditions. 
He does not need the garrets of the Left 
Bank of the Seine. And much of the work 
he now turns out in comfortable American 
workrooms is better than that of many of 
those who formerly beggared their families 
to study in Parisian ateliers. 


Some, of course, isn't so good. Success de- 


pends upon the character and quality of the 
Individual artist. But true art finds its way. 


THE SUICIDE WAR 


Perhaps there is more than meets the eye, 


!n those Japanese "suicidal attacks" that are 
co prevalent lately. From this distance, 
which gives a perspective of the whole pic- 
ture, the term seems symbolic. While the 
Jap fighters in their reckless offensive policy 
are blindly destroying themselves, their 
proud empire is doing likewise. Surely never 
In modern times has there been such a clear 
and obvious case of national self-destruction. 


Perhaps the Japanese, both leaders and 


followers, have really believed they could 
win the war. Perhaps they still believe it, 
in spite of their fatal losses and our steadily 
growing power. Practical and forthright 
Americans cannot understand the mental 
operations of that strange race. They may 
not even understand themselves. They seem 
driven not by logic, but by a fatal doom. 
We are forced to destroy them, whether we 
want to or not. And so the tragic drama 
moves ever more swiftly to its close. 


WHAT THE WORLD "NEEDS 


It is probably reasonable to call this pres- 


ent struggle "Next to the Last. War." A 
really sensible civilization would make it the 
very last; but nations seem, as yet, hardly 
ready to commit themselves that far. 


The Germans and Japanese, no doubt, 


would willingly fight again if they could. 
But when the full cost of these modem wars 
Is reckoned up, and especially when the de- 
structive power of modern methods and wea- 
pons is viewed clearly—as it may be here- 
after—forced peace may be accepted even by 
the most belligerent of our so-called nations, 
to prevent universal destruction. In another 
generation, possibly even in another decade, 
our modern science will have such power 
that a few ruthless men in possession of 
deadly secrets might really wreck the world. 


If this is true, as it seems (o be, xvhat the 


present world needs most is not science, but 
religion.

THE WICKEDNESS OF INCOMPETENCE 
The control of the American food supply by 


W.F.A. and O.P.A. has been BO downright incom- 
petent that one naturally wonders why men arc 
willing to accept public positions which they are 
neither by experience nor training capable ol ad- 
ministering. The cause for the shortage of essen- 
tial foods In every American household, in spite of 
our huge population of cattle and years of succes- 
sive bumper crops is due to no other cause than 
maladministration. 
The 'geniuses put at the head 


of W.F.A. and O.P.A. simply did not know how to 
function, and those who are today attempting tc 
straighten out their predecessor's errors, arc to 
blame lo the extent that they believe In patch 
work. They polluted their minds with twisted 
theories and phoney statistics and produced a hun- 
ger mid plenty. This Is one of the most, amazing 
achievements In history. 


Representative Hook 
of 
Michigan 
recently 


raised in Congress the question of 20,000,000 pounds 
of lard that had spoiled waiting for points and 
which was grabbed by soap-makers aided by the 
military. That lard was withheld from the Ameri- 
can people in spite of the fact that the W.F.A. 
lacked proper storage facilities. As Representa- 
tive Hook puts it: 
"... A year ago lard was being produced in 


great quantities. It was a banner year. The War 
Food Administration claimed it could not 
find 


storage space for all the lord. Lard \vas removed 
from the rationing list. And lard, edible lard, was 
released to soap-makers for manufacture into 
soap." 


Well, the lard spoiled but by processing 98 per 


cent of it might have been saved for human con- 
sumption as food Instead of soap. But—and here 
the Army comes in—this happened and I quote 
Representative Hook: 


'That is when the soap companies stepped in. 


By offering to meet military soap requirements 
more adequately if the Army would do this little 
favor for them, they persuaded someone in the 
Army to go to the Office of Distribution and say 
that the Army wanted to buy that 20,000,000 pounds 
of edible lard. 


"The War Food officials complied. They can- 


celled the arrangements to deliver it to the food 
trade and turned it over to the Army. Shortly 
thereafter, or to be exact, at 2 p. m., eastern war 
time, on January 18, 1945, the War- Food Adminis- 
tration announced that 'approximately 20,000,000 
pounds of off-condition prime steam lard has been 
released to the Army.'

soap manufacturers who had soan contracts with 
the Army, the amount each soap maker was to get 
.being determined by Army allocation." 


This instance might be multiplied a hundred- 


fold. I have just been through Wisconsin and Min- 
nesota, butter and cheese country, where butter 
Roes for the asking but the people have no points. 
According to the Department of Agriculture, the 
average American person, prior to the O.P.A., con- 
sumed 30 pounds of food per week, including waste. 
That was regarded as producing the highest stan- 
dard of living anywhere in the world. These were 
divided into the following food groups: Milk, po- 
tatoes and tweet potatoes, dried beans, peas and 
nuts, green and yellow vegetables, other vegetables 
and fruit, meat, poultry, fish, eggs, grain products, 
fats. oils, sugars and sweets. 


The theory of a government food administra- 


tion is to see to it that adequate foods in each of 
these 11 categories are made equably available to 
the American people. But the extraordinary crcat 
brains In Washington played with two concepts: 
1- They would use food as a weapon of psycho- 
logical warfare to make the American people war 
conscious; secondly, they would use food as a bribe 
to keep allies and neutrals in line. Both methods 
failed to accomplish anything useful but they did 
succeed In producing a meat, egg. sugar and butter 
famine In the United States. All the 
excuses, 


•llbis, explanations and tosh-toshes of the W.F A 
and O.P.A. arc utterly meaningless in face of the 
facts. 
W.F.A. is on the way out to become part 


of the Department of Agriculture; if only Mr Tru- 
man would now kill off the crazy O.P.A. Certain- 
ly no administration has been less competent from 
start to finish.

PEPTIC ULCER 


Not only among members of our armed 'forces 


but among civilians also there has bccn'an increase 
In the number of cases of peptic ulcer (ulcer of the 
stomach and first part of the small intestine— duo- 
denum). The danger in peptic ulcer Is the bleeding 
that occurs when a blood vessel gets eroded or 
worn through. The loss of blood, with its precious 
iron, may cause collapse and death. 


For years the treatment of bleeding from ulcer 


has been rest, starvation, and a quieting drug, and 
if blood loss is severe, one or more blood transfu- 
sions are given. 


That rest, si a rv.it ion and the quieting drug is 


not the proper method of treatment is reported 
by Dr. C. J. Tidmarsh. -Montreal, in ihe Canadian 
Medical Association Journal, who ix>ints out that 
deaths under this treatment run from about 9 to
